The Pall Mail 
Gazette says that it will take three years for 
the present ferment to subside fn Ireland, 
and tells the English Ministers that they 
should shape their policy accordingly. 

— President Arthur has taken very de- 
eided action in regard to the differences be- 
tween Peru and Chill, At his jnstance a let- 
ter was sentfrom the State Department to 
all the United States representatives in the 
South American countries, in which is set 
forth the desire of the United States for an 
honorable peace between Chili and Peru. 
The United States representatives are 
instructed to make known the wish of the 
State Department in this matter. Messrs. 
Walker Blaine and William Trescott will sail 
trom New-York today for Chili for the pur- 
pose of acquainting Minister Hurlbut of the 
views of the President in the matter. Both 
gentlemen will visit Peru. 


— Controller Knox, in his annual report, 
says that the recent failure of the Mechanics’ 
National Bank of Newark has called atten- 
tion to the duties of bank Directors and Ex- 
aminers. The duties of the directors are 
plainly defined by the laws of the United 
States, and however innocent they may be 
of any intention to do wrong they are re- 
sponsible for the safety of funds committed 
to their care. He says that if it can be 
shown that any of them had notice of 
Illegal transactions it is a serious question 
whether they are not legally bound to make 
good any loss which may occur, and that it 
is a question whether they are not liable for 
losses to depositors which arise from their 
neglect of duty. 


——Judge Porter closed the cross-exami na- 
tion of Guiteau in a manner which stamps 
him one of the finest lawyers in the profes 
sion. Unexpectedly to the prisoner, to the 
Court, and to the spectators the witness was 
dismissed after he had been trapped into 
answering one significant question, Do you 
feel any Temorse?” Wenried, it may be, 
with battling against. his powerful ad- 
versary, and think by the plain, 
direct truth to shorten the ordeal, Cui- 
teau replied in the affiqnative, intend- 
ing to qualify his answer later on. But 
he was denied this opportunity. Quick as a 
flash Judge Porter announced, That will 
do, prisoner; your ¢ross-examination is 
closed! He had secured from the assasin 
the one fearful admission most fatal to 
his pretense of insanity, for the insane feel 
no remorse. Guiteau has invariably denied 
such a feeling heretofore, and his confession 
of yesterday can hardly fail of demolishing 
the sole fabric of his defense. Altogether 
the cross-examination as conducted by Judge 
Porter has been one of extraordinary ability, 
and the general feeling in Washington 1s 
that it has greatly decreased Guiteau’s 
chances of escape.

Wasaicton, D. cama 2—Guiteau left 
the stand this afternog ter his three days’ 
siege, a broken man. was tired wut, hag- 
gard, faded, disgusted, sullen, ugly, and 
there seemed to be about him a consciousness 
that Judge Porter, the terrible cross-ex- 
aminer, had, despite his cunning theories 
and his persistence in them, shown that the 
inspiration theory was simply a part of the 
defense, planned long before the malice of 
Guiteau brought him to the river’s bank to 
fire at the marsh-reeds for targets. 

“DO YOU FEEL ANY REMORSE?” 

was the last question which Judge Porter 
asked, after having pressed earnestly upon 
that point for some moments. The prisoner 
answered at last sullenly, desperately: “I 
have felt remorse, of course, 8 far as my 
personal feelings are concerned.” Judge Por- 
ter, quick as lightning, and dramatically, 
said: That will do, prisoner; your cross- 
examination is closed.“ Guiteau, writhing 
under the tremendous force of Judge Por- 
ter's question, saw the terrible effect of his 
confession. During all these months one 
part of his defense has been to Insist to all 


that he never had had @ single sentiment of } 


remose. 

DURING THIS CROSS-EXAMINATION 
he has said a dozen times to Judge Porter’s 
terrible questions that his mind was a blank 
upon that subject. To all the experts who 
have called upon him during these weeks he 
has insisted, with gleeful pertinacity, that a 
thought of remorse never came te him; that 
his mind upon that subject wasa blank; yet 
tonight at the end of the three days’ cross- 
examination,

as a prisoner in a jury-box was ever sub- 
jected to, he admitted that which seemed to 
bring a shudder to his relatives, and caused 
a sensation in the court-room. He had killed 
the President, and he had suffered remorse. 
With catlike quickness Guiteau rallied from 
what seemed almost like paralysis, caused 
by the tremendous thundering of Judge 
Porter at him, and endeavored to correct 
what he plainly saw was the effect of that 
admission, Judge Porter would not listen 
to a word, but waved his hand. Scoville 
tried to parry the effect, but apparently with- 
out success, and Guiteau left thé stand more 
discouraged than he has appeared af any 
time during the trial. | 
DURING THE DAY 
there has been very much less animation in 
his answers than before. He did not 
respond ‘as briskly or as keenly. lle was 
reluctant to answer many questions at 
all, and more impudent than he has 
been at any time, His insolence was inde- 
scribable. If he did not like the question he 
would sit for minutes reading a newspaper 
in the jury-box, which, strangély enough, 
the Court allowed bim to have, or would 
grin at the jury and eye them through his 
spectacies; but Judge Porter kept hammer- 
ing at him all day, devoting especial atten-

THE INSPIRATION THEORY. 
He made Guiteau confess that the theocratic 
newspaper scheme, which he started under 
a like inspiration as that which moved him 
to kill the President, was a failure; that he 
was a miserable plagiarist even in that, 
using even some of the language 
which the hated Oneida Communist Noyes 
had printed in his boek, and this inspiration 
failing, he had begged to be returned as a 
member of the Community, 
WHICH HE DESCKIBED AS HELL. 
One curiéus fact is that, notwithstanding 
Guiteau’s marvelous egotisin and his claim 
to superior intellectual power, he has not 
toda moment felt aggrieved that it should be 
suggested that he is insane or protested that 
he Was the peer of any. When the terrible 
question was asked him today by Judge 
Porter, “Do you think mat you are in- 
sane?” he hesitated, cast his eyes to the 
ground, and said his relatives thought so, 
but finally weuld only say: “Here are the 
experts; ask them.” He never once resented 
the imputation of insanity, or scorned the 
idea that thd Deity should employ an insane 
agent for such a lofty purpose. Judge Por- 
ter clearly showed that the plot to murder the 
President was premeditated and deliberate, 
and that it was the result of malice and re- 
venge. The cross-examination was 
EMINENTLY SUCCESSFUL. 
It lifted the mask. The prisoner felt the 
force of It most keenly. Some doupted yes- 
terday whether Charles J. Guiteau was not 
a better lawyer than Judge Porter.

A pack- 
age of manuscript tied together was shown 
the prisoner, and admitted to be his writing, 
although he said it appeared to be mutilated, 
having neither head nor tail.

The document is a paper written by Gulteau 
to the Oneida Community at the time of his 
leaving it, and is principally devoted to ad- 
vocating his theory of the establishment of a 
great theocratic paper. The prisoner lis- 
tened attentively to the reading, interrupting 
now and then to make some explanation.

The prisoner’s comment on this was made 
in a conversational tone: “You want,” ne 
said, “(to imagine yourself in hell, ladies and

A letter addressed by Guiteau to a mem- 
ber of the community was also introduced 
in evidence. In this he says: When in the

TION. 

The address and resolutions adopted by 
the Irish Convention at their session yestar- 
day will be tound in Tue TrRiBuNE this morn- 
ing. The American reader will, we fear, 
find them to some extent disappointing. 

The address is an eloquent statement of 
the griefs and sufferings of Ireland and of 
the barbaric cruelties and merciless wrongs 
committed during centuries by England. 
The author of the address and of the resolu- 
tions has given the long familiar story a 
vigorous dress that presents if with almost 
original freshness. 

In this day of platforms and appeals the 
American people address themselves to 
questions of practical results, and in reading 
this address and these resolutions they will 
ask: What does this convention propose 
to do? 0 

The facts of the Irish case are all familiar 
to our people. The land system of Ireland 
has been thoroughly discussed and con- 
sidered in this country, and condemned. 
Mr. Parnell and the Land League had no 
more intelligent gr unselfish support in de- 
manding a reformation of that land system 
than the public opinion which appealed 
from this country to Great Britain. This 
public opinion of the American people was 
responded to by the sentiment of all Milized 
Europe, and under the burning light thus 
hrought to bear upon the British Parliament 
that Government yielded, and the oppressive 
tenure of land in Ireland was changed, and 
provision was made for 4 new and better 
land system in that distressed country. 

For reasons known to themselves a part of 
the Irish leaders opposed the Land bill while 
it was pending in Parliament, opposed its 
execution after it had become 4 law, and 
organized hostile movements to prevent the 
people accepting it. Some of them are im- 
prisoned by the British Government on that 
account, Of course no American indorses 
any arbitrary proceedings of that character. 
The utmost freedom of speech in time of 
peace has never been found inconsistent 
with public safety in this country. The 
league organizatien having been suppressed, 
that body issued a proclamation to the peo- 
ple of Ireland to pay “no rent” so JOng.as 
their chosen leaders were detained in prison. 
And, while the American people give no 


countenance to the Communistic “no-rent”’ 


doctrine, they have understood it to apply 


only during the imprisonment of Parnell, 


Davitt, and other leaders, and therefore only 


a temporary expedient to hasten their libera- 


tion. 

In the address and resolutions of this con- 
vention, the “‘no-rent” manifesto is referred 
to as the policy of passive resistance,” and 
the American public are left in doubt whether 
this convention means to indorse the non- 
payment of rent for land as a permanent 
policy in Ireland, or means to indorse it only 
during the imprisonment of the leaders. 

In the latter case it may be excused as an 
act of retaliation for an arbitrary exercise of 
power, but if the convention meaus that the 
paymentof fair rent which Gladstone’s biil 
provides for shall henceforth cease in Ireland, 
and that payment of rent is à proper cause 
for the assasination or boycotting of the ten- 
ant, then this address expresses sentiments 
which, instead of enlisting American syin- 
pathy, will merit the reprobation of the 
whole American people. 

The American people are eminently prac- 
tical in their politics and cool in their delib- 
erations. They will read sympathetically the 
sentimental assertion of Irish Nationality,” 
and regret that the utter weakness and pov- 
erty of Ireland makes that proposition a 
theme only for poets and orators, but wholly 
beyond the domain of practical politics. 

The address and resolutions concede and 
declare that Ireland is not prepared for a 
torcible assertion of independence, and 
American readers will ask, What, then, 
does this convention advise the people of Ire- 
land to do? They will search in vain for 
any practical measure proposed to benefit 
the people in Ireland. It is true that the con- 
vention made a levy of $250,000 upon the 
Irish in America, but for what is the money 
to be used or expended? It is not stated in 
the proceedings. 

The American public will look in the pro- 
ceedings of this convention for some explana- 
tion or reason why the people of ireland 
should reject the Land bill, should refuse to 
accept leases at reduced rentals under it; and 


refuse to accept their Improvements which it 


restores to them, and the right of free sale 
which it secures to them—a privilege worth 
$50 to $150 an acre of each tenant’s holding. 
Why they should refuse these benefits was 
not explained. 


The great grievance of Ireland is, that some 


centuries ago Engl confiscated the land, 
dispossessing its original owners. In the 
long interval since Elizabeth and Cromwell's 
time this land has passed from hand to hand 
and generation to generation until it is now 
held by the landlords in possession. The 
practical question is, how to get this land 
back into the hands of those who cultivate 
it. Hitherto it has mostly been held under 
tenancy at will. The Gladstone Land bill 
requires that a tenant have a renewable lease 
for fifteen years, at a fair and fixed rent, and 
the tenant to have a property in the lease, 
and the ownership of improvements he has 
made, the landlord owning only the rated 
land. he Land bill provides that if the land- 
lord tenant agree upon a priee, the ten- 
ant can become the purchaser of the land in 
fee, the Government lending him three- 


Jourthe of the money for that purpose and 


giving him twenty-five years to repay it. 

. The Americans will search the address and 
resolutions of this convention in vain for any 
reason why this important law, conferring 
these valuable rights and privileges upon the 
tenants in Ireland, not enjoyed by any ten- 
antry in Europe or in this country, should be 
rejected and resisted unte revqjution. They 
will look in vain for any statement of the de-

GUITEAU’S FATAL ADMISSION. 
Guiteau has exploded the theory of his 
brother-in-law, Mr. Scoville, that he is and 
has long been on the verge of idiocy, The 


| assasin has, throughout the trial, shown af 


acuteness of intellect far above the average 
of men; and his cross-examination es pecially 
has been distinguished by sallies of rare wit, 
dry humor, and biting satire, which show 
conclusively that the common estimate of 
Gulteau's intellectual status by those who 
have known him throughout his career was 
far too low. Guiteau’s long and not wholly 
unsuccessful contest of wits with the most 
skillful cross-examiuing lawyer in the coun- 
try shows that his egotism is not entirely 
without foundation. He has shown that he 
is a remarkably bright man, and he has 
shown also that he isa man of tremendous 
nerve. Death on the gallows (to say nothing 
of the probability of being shot at any mo- 
ment) stares him constantly in the face. He 
knows that his counsel can do nothing for 
him—that the salvation of his life depends 
solely upon his own effort—and yet he never 
breaks down, but fights desperately every 
moment. 

It is plain that Guiteau did not fall of suc- 
cess in life and become a mere strolling 
vagabond for want of intelleetual foree. 
That he was capable intellectually of filling 
a far higher position than he ever occupied 
is no longer doubtful. What, then, caused 
his dewnfall? His ungovernable temper 
and his utter want of moral principle. Gul- 
teau has the temper of a devil, and this 
temper will not permit him to dissimulate, 
will not permit him to hide the fact that he 
is without the semblance even of a con- 
science. Against such a man all mankina 
are always leagued; the good shrink from 
him as from a leper, because his very sight 
offends, and the cunning bad. avoid him be- 
cause he is too ill-tempered to conceal his 
villainy. 

Judge Porter is an astute lawyer, a life 
time student of character. For two weeks 
he sat silently in court watching Guiteau, 
studying him as a naturalist studies the 
leaves of a plant. In this careful study he 
found out Guitean’s besetting sin—temper, 
passion, rage. But he did not immediately 
provoke Guiteau into a passion. He in- 
dulged his vanity, led him into the domain 
of wit and humor, exhibited his bright in- 
tellect to the jury as he might have shown 
them a picture, merely pointing out its ex- 
cellencies by means of questions. Guiteau did 
the rest with his sharp retorts, his quick 
repartee. But suddenly, as if without re- 
flection, the great lawyer hurled at Guiteau, 
as it were, the words “murder’’ and kill.“ 
and the dark background of the picture was 
disclosed as if by the glare of an electric 
light. The villain wineed, for “murder,” 
under the law, is death to the assasin. And 
the assasin knows the law, knows to what 
crime the death penalty attaches, and knows 
that he has committed the crime. 

These awful words—“ kill,” “murder”— 
startle Guiteau, and he instantly realizes 
that beneath the hitherto gloved hand of 
Judge Porter the claws begin to appear. 
Judge Porter wants the witness’ life, for if 
there has been a murder there is imminent 
danger of a hanging! Guiteau bas a theory 
that he removed President Garfield by 
“inspiration of the Deity,” and that there- 
fore the Deity, not he, is responsible. But 
Judge Porter plainly has a very different 
theory, indicated by the use of the word 
“murder.” It is this difference of opinion 
that Guiteau cannot endure from anybody 
under any circumstances. It sets his blood 
boiling, and he retorts fiercely: “ You seem 
to delight in the use of the words ‘kill’ and 
‘murder.’ There’s no use in your whining 
in that way. The mere outward fact how I 
removed the President has nothing whatever 
to do with this ease. Judge Porter did not 
smile with satisfaction, but he knew then 
that he could compel the assasin to speak 
the truth because he had roused him to 
passion and fury. 

Guiteau thought from certain questions 
that Judge Porter wanted to prove by him 
that his motive for killing the President was 
his failure to receive the Paris Consulate, 
and of course he denied that it was any such 
thing. But, being under the influence of 
passion, he testified clearly toa motive. “I 
would not have taken the Paris Consulate 
after the Ist of June,“ exclaimed the assasin, 
“if I had been appointed to it and the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Blaine had both beseeched 
me on their knees to take it. I had at that 
time resolved to remove the President for the 
good of the American people.” So much bas 
been said of Guiteau’s motive for assasinat- 
ing the President being revenge on account 
of his failure to receive an appoint- 
ment that he forgot, in the heat of 
passion, that what the jury requires 
to knowin order to convict him of murder 
is not that his motive was revenge for fail- 
ure to receive the Paris Consulship, but that 
he had a well-defined motive; that he was of 
sufficiently sane mind to entertain a motive. 
And in this one sentence Guiteau furnishes 
the evidence, and all the evidence necessary, 
to establish his sanity, to define exactly the 
nature of his crime, and to secure a verdict 
of guilty of the charge of murder. 

When Guiteau refieeted in his cell on 
Thursday night, when he went over his tes- 
timony, remembering every word of it, for 
his memory is excellent. he realized that he 
had made a fatal mistake in swearing toa 
clear, well-defined motive for the act of as- 
sasination. He realized once more that his 
ungovernable temper had played him false, 
that the devil of passion. within him had 
fastened a halter about his neck and tied the

Tur attempt of the Pennsylvania more-tar- 
iff cranks to force a resolution favoring a do-

Subsequentiy ex-Senator 
Warner, of Alabama, moved and Columbus 
Delano, ot Ohio, seconded a resolution fa- 
voring the abolition of all internal-revenue 
taxes except those on spirits and tobacco. 
An objection being made to the wording of 
the resolution; Mr. Delano said: * I admit it 
is not sensible, but it is as sensible as any- 
thimg connected with the subject.“ Later in 
the evening a resolution proposed by John 
F. Henry was adopted, which advocated the 
abolition of the stamp tax on bank checks, 
proprietary medicines; and matches.

The free rum and 
tobacco movement was mortally wounded in 
the house of its friends. be 
BUSINESS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

Congress begins a new term on Monday 
next. The Senate is a permanent body, and 
is already organized so far as a presiding 
officer is concerned, but will have to electa 
Secretary, or it may continue the present 
temporary Secretary. The House will have 
to elect a Speaker, Clerk, and several other 
offieers, but when organized the two Houses 
of Congress will begiu legislation with clean 
dockets and unembarrassed by apy previous 
and unfinished action. 

Our Washington correspondent furnishes 
us with a somewhat comprehensive outline 
of the matters of greater importance likely 
to occupy the attention of Congress during 
the coming year, Among these questions are 
the following: 

First in importance are the various meas- 
ures to amend the Constitution in the matter 
of electing President and Vice-President of 
the United States. Five years ago the coun- 
try had a painful experience of the dangers 
to the National peace liable to arise at any 
closely-contested Presidential election. These 
dangers become more threatening every year. 
The States grow larger, and so long as the 
Electoral vote of each State is given as a unit 
so long will the dangers to result from fraud 
and violence threaten the peace of the Union. 
It is hardly possible that another scrutiny 
like that of 1876 could pass without a dis- 
pu ted succession. 

There are a score of measures likely to 
come before Congress having for their pur- 
pose the regulation of the civil service and 
the modes and manner of electing Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, and the modes of 
election and appointment of all civil officers. 

This Congress will alse have the impor- 
tant duty of tixing the number of Repre- 
sentatives in Congress and of apportioning 
representation among the States. This duty 
is imposed by the Constitution, and ought to 
have been performed last March. 

Among the important measures heretofore 
discussed is the great measure of National 
regulation of commerce between the States. 
There are, or will be before this Congress 
adjourns, 100,000 miles of railway in opera- 
tionin the United States, including several 
lines from the Atlantic to the Pacific, skirt- 
ing the boundary of British America and of 
Mexgco, and penetrating over the lines into 
those countries. Legislation on this subject 
has become a National necessity, and ought 
to be had at once. 

There will be measures proposed for the 
admission of Dakota, New Mexico, and Utah 
as new States. Of these Dakota alone has 
any claim to admission. 

The tariff of course will oceupy much at- 
tention, as will also the kindred measure to 
abolish the taxes on whisky and tobacco. 

One of the great measures looking to enor- 
mous expeuditures is that concerning pen- 
sions. There is a $20,000,000 deficiency in 
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. 


‘the pension appropfiation for the present 


year. The Commissioner of Pensions sug- 
gests a bulk appropriation of $200,000,000 to 
meet the requirements of the Arrears-of-Pen- 
sions law, and there are other schemes for 
further unlimited extensions of, the bounty 
law to new classes of applicants. 

Not the least interesting of the bills before 
Congress will be the attempt to enforce the 
retirement of army officers at the age of 62 
years. Over this bill there will be a contest 
and a struggle that will partake largely of a 
social character. The veterans will never 
willingly surrender to the boys the honors 
and rank they have so nobly won. 

IN various speeches in the Irish Conven- 
tion it was asserted that the Irish in the 
United States numbered ten millions and 
the statement went urchallenged. People 
born, brought up. and educated in this 
country cannot be called Irish, or English, or 
Germans, but Americans. Native-borns are 
Americans as contradistingushed from per- 
sons of foreign birth; and native-borns as a 
rule know comparatively little about-the so- 
clal or political condition of European 
countries and take but small interest in their 
affairs. ‘They may haveinherited from their 
parents sentimental notions concerning some 
foreign land. Native children of German 
parents will feel but a vague interest in 
Teutonic affairs, so of American-born chil- 
dren of French, Scandinavian, Swiss, irish, 
Scotch, or English parentage—because this 
is the country of their birth, patriotism, and 
affection. Here they owe allegiance and to 
no other land. It is a gross mistake for any 
class of foreigners to call their American 
children Irish, English, or Germans, and 
the attempt to mix them up or embroi*them 
with factions and parties in foreign countries 
is wrong. 

According to the census of 1870 (we have 
not that of 1880) there were in this coun- 
try 1,855,827 persons of Irish birth. Probably 
a*half-million of these came to America be- 
fore they were 10 years of age, and who 
recollect little and care less about Irish 
troubles than the convention supposes. Mak- 
ing due allowance for deaths since 1870 and 
accessions by immigration, the present num- 
ber of persons in this country of Irish na- 
tivity is something over two millions, or 
one-fifth of the number of Irish that were 
claimed to be in this country; and nearly a 
half a million of these are Ulster Irish who 
do not indorse the “no-rent” cry as either 
just, honest, or practicable. In 1870 there 
were in this country:

JupGE Ponrrn's ingenious and searching 
cross-examination of the assasin Guiteau has 
gone far toward dispelling any impression 
which Guiteau's conduct may have made 
upon the public that the man is insane in a 
manner and to an extent that should relieve 
him of morgl responsibility for{his crime. 
For instance, the strongest point Guiteau 
has made in his own behalf is his persistent 
assertion that he was inspired to kill Gar- 
field, and that the “ removal” of the Presi- 
dent was the act of God.“ Judge Porter 
directed Guiteau’s attention to one of the 
latter’s letters, in which it was maintained 
that Garfield’s nomination and election, as 
well as bis removal,“ were acts of God, and 
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ly res d for the nomitation of 
Gartield, and the American people were re- 
sponsible for his election, notwithstanding 
Guiteau believes both events were “acts of 
God.“ By a parity of reasoning the act of 
God,” as understood by Guiteau, does not 
relieve the assasin of the responsibility of 
the late President's removal.“ in other 
words, Guitean was led to betray the fact— 
inadvertently and without weighing the con- 
sequences—that his theory of inspiration and 
the “act of God” is not an hallucination 
that led him to kill the President, but a 
theory of his life. He is apparently a sort of 
religious fatalist, regarding everything which 
happens as inevitable. If the jury in his 
case believe that the killing of Garfield was 
an “act of God” only in the sense that his 
nomination and election were acts of God“ 
—and Guiteau himself puts them all on the 
same piane—then it will be difficult tor them 
to regard Guiteau’s agency in the assasina- 
tion as the result of any hallucination or the 
impulse of a diseased mind. Guiteau’s 
theory involves a belief in total irresponsi- 
bility—but the atceptanece of such a dectrine 
would be ruinous to society.

THE BUITER QUESTION. 

The speculators in butter allege the 
drouth of the late summer and early fall as 
a reason for keeping up the excessive price 
of their products. But this isa mere pretext. 
The drouth was followed by a long season 
of abundant rains. The pastures were again 
covered with a growth of the richest verdure, 
and outdoor feeding has already continued 
on the average five weeks longer than in the 
season of 1880. The second crop of hay was 
in many localities better than the first, which 
was a heavy one, and the price is now tum- 
bling under the influence of the late supplies. 
The fact is, that the price of butter has been 
run up and kept up in sympathy with the 
price of grain, tlfough there is no reason for 
it based on short supplies. The butter- 
makers and dealerg have been bitten with 
the mania for speculation just as the wheat- 
growers and dealers have, and they 
are likely to have as bitter an experience be- 
fore they get through with their deal. Be 
cause corn is a little high and scarce is no 
reason why butter should be so dear when 
the pastures this fall have been so unusually 
good. The thing has been overdone. The 
dairymen would better think it over. 

The subject has avery direct bearing on 
the movement for the prohibition by State 
and National enactments of the making of 
counterfeit and adulterated butters. With 
what grace can the dairymen ask Gov- 
ernment to stop the manufacture of butter- 
ine and oleomargarine—which, though cheap, 
are alleged to de perfectly wholesome—when 
the price of pure butter has been advanced 
beyond all sense or reason? At 40 cepts, but- 
ter is beyoud the reach of the vast Majority 
of the people living in cities and towns, who 
can afford to pay no such price. All the 
laboring population, mechanics, and the 
salaried class generally find the present price 
much too high—more than their incomes 
warrant paying. ‘Chey must either stop con- 
sumption or use cheaper grades, most of 
which are mixed or compounded. In this 
fact will be found the secret of the vast de- 
velopment of the manufactare of spurious 
butters in the last two years. If genuine 
butter were, say, 25 centsa pound, the people 
would very readily detect the spurious, and 
many wouldn’t touch it at any price who are 
now compelled by stern necessity, when 
they buy butter, to 


Be to its faults a little blind 
Be to its virtues very kind. 


Tun fourth resolution of the Irish Conven- 
tion reads as follows: 


Resolved, That we heartily indorse the no- 
rent manifesto of the home Executive of the 
Irish National Land League at ence as the best 
available weapon to strike their landlord jailers, 
and as a swift and smiti instrument to abol- 
ish utterly a bad and hatef ul system, and as the 
fitting answer of the Irish people to the attempt 
of the coercion minority to force the acceptance 
of defective legisiation at the point of the bay- 
onet. 


What is meant by the expression of 
“foreing the acceptance of detective tegisla- 
tion is not easy to understand, but we sup- 
pose it refers to Gladstene’s Lana bill. If 
that be it, then the resolution takes the 
ground that the Irish tenants should not ac- 
cept leases at reduced rentals carrying with 
them a restoration of ali the improvements 
the present tenants and their predecessors 
have made and the right of free sale. Sup- 
pose the tenants acting under such advice 
reject the benefits the bill holds out, then 
they will remain rack-rented tenants at will, 
liable to be evicted whenever they fail to pay 
their rents, and when they leave the land 
have nothing to sell. We fail to see the 
wisdom of such advice, or how its adoption 
is going to abohsh a bad and hateful sys- 
tem.” The practical American people have 
always gone on the household prineiple that 
half a loaf is better than no bread. Be- 
fore the enactment of Giadstone’s bill 
the great mass of the Irish tenantry had no 
bread—i, e., no property interest in the land. 
The bill makes thema gift of half a loaf— 
seeures them rights in the land nearly equal 
to half its selling value. The Land bill is 
worth more than a hundred millions of 
pounds to the farmers of Ireland. Why it 
should be rejected is a puzzle that goes be- 
yond the comprehension of Americans. The 
Irish Convention after a session of three 
days proposed nothing as a substitute for 
Gladstone’s great bill. It urged the Irish 
farmers to throw away the half loaf, but 
offered them nothing in its place. When 
people are hungry they are not apt to accept 
such starvation advice.

Gov. BLACKBURN, of Kentucky, a gentle- 
man who was somewhat conspicuous during the 
War in connection with a sebeme for the spread- 
ing of the yellow-fever in Northern cities, and 
who bas since achieved distinction by having a 
race-horse named after him, bas been noted 
during his Guberuaterial career for tbe alarim- 
ing ease With which he has grauted pardons to 
Kentucky gentlemen retained in the peniten- 
tiary by reason of their supreme contempt for 
the laws of the Commonwealth. The wholesale 
manner in which the Governor ladied out mercy 
to convicts was doubtless pleasing to those per- 
sons and their friends, but the general public 
was inclined tu view the matter in a different 
light, and considerable fault was found with 
this manner of doing business, The climax 
in the pard6ming line was reached not long 
ago when a couple of men who had sey- 
eral dozen indictments for running a lot- 
tery hanging over them were brought to 
trial. The Prosecuting-Attorney annousced his 
readiness to proceed with the cases, whereupon 
the counsel for the defendants produced a bulky 
package, which proved to coneist of pardons in 
every case in which thése men were indicted. 
They had been issued in advance by the accom- 
modating Executive of the State in order that 


the trouble of trying and convicting those for 


whose benefit they were procured might not be 
taken. Kuewing that the community was some- 
what excited over his peculiar methods of ex- 
tending clemency to criminals, Gov. Blackburn 
has thought fit to allude to the matter at some 
length in his message to the Legisiature. After 
making the somewhat unnecessary statement 
that we are all buman, and have human hearts, 
which are touched by the sorrows of ethers,” 
the Governor goes on to state that wheu he 
came into office the Kentneky Penitentiary was 
ju a very crowded condition, and that in deter- 


ence to the bealth of the prisoners he feilt it 


necessary to turn loose upon the community 
several score of those interesting creatures. 
But as this theory would not begin to account 
for even a small portion of the pardons issued, 
the following extraordinary statement is made: 
Agaio, many men are fined for slight offenses, 
even some for trivial amusements, where nomi- 
nal wagers are laid without any intention ot 
violating law. This ought not to be; but these 
anvoyances will occur so long as our Com mon- 
weaith’s Ne have part ana portions of the 
tines assessed. Most of our Prosecuting- Attor- 
neys are bonoravle men, but occasionally a mer- 


cenary one may be found who at all times is : 


prying into the most trivial matters to find out 
the trifling olfenses of some fellow-citizeu that 
he may put a little money in bis pocket. I ear- 
nestiy recommend that our Commonwealth's At- 
torueys be paid fair saluries out of the public 
Treasury; that they be not driven to the misera- 
Die necessity of hunthm out the small pecea- 
dilloes of their fellow- men that they may profit 
by their fines and forfeitures. 

In this roundabout way, Gov. Blackburn evi- 
dently alludes to the lottery cases mentioned 
above, and which he doubtless classes under the 
head of “trivial amusements” and “nominal 
wagers.” The sitr at the Prosecuting- Attor- 
neys who are endeavoring to do their duty and 
enforce the law is, to say the least, wholly un- 
calied for, and will not serve to raise Gov. 
Blackburn in the estimation of those who do 


not regard lottery gambling asa “ trivial amuse- 


ment.“ On the whole, it would have been bet- 
ter for the Governor of Kentucky if be bad not 
attempted an explanation of his pardon-mill 
anu its workings.

Calderon’s ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Sefior Galvez, joined him and was allowed to 
accompany him by Lynch. Some time pre- 
vious to this arrest the Peruvidn Admiral, 
Montero, bad deserted Pierola because the 
latter refused to treat for peace, and took a 
large following over to Calderon, promising 
in a public letter if the United States did not 
interfere to entirely destroy Pierola’s follow- 
ing se Chili would treat with Peru. On this 
he was chosen Vice-President under Calde- 
ron, and is now President. Minister Hurl- 
but will, it is believed, recognize him, and 
then peace will be sigued.

Whenee Come Sickness and Death !—By 
the Underground Baltliroad, Throuch 
the Sewers, Waste-Pipes, and Catch- 
Basinse—A Sanitarian’s Views. 

A TRIBUNE reporter, in his daily peregrina- 
tions, visiting the public buildings, factories, 
shops, and homes of the people in quest of 
the incidents of the hour, has so often had 
his olfactory nerves assailed by uncanny 
smelis as to come to the conclusion 
that in them he hed discovered the 
invisible chariot of that  viewless 
angel whose office is to deal out disease and 
death. In other words, to this common ex- 
perience is to be attributed nine-tenths of the 
sickness and mortality from malarial dis- 
eases found in all cities and towns. Imbued 
with this idea, as the result of bad ventila- 
tion and criminally-constructed sewerage, he 
put himeelf en rapport with Mr. J. J. Wade, 
who has the reputation of being a thorough 
investigator and very practical authority on 
sanitary matters in this eonnection. Reach- 
ing the subject, and making Known the ob 
— of the visit, the following colloquy eu-

How long have you been in this business, 
Mr. Wade?“ 

“Well, sir, it is about twenty-two years 
since I first began in the plumbing and sew- 
erage business, and I have been practically 
engaged in it ever since.” 

Has your 4 — led you to adopt any 
peculiar method, or specialty ?”’ 

„Since the sanitary condiwon of the coun- 
try has been brought so prominently before 
the people, I have taken great interest iu ad- 
vancing my ideas as to how sewer-pipes 
should be ventilated, and sewers built, and 
how plumb should be done, both in city 
and country— 15 to teach the people how 
to make ir homes healthful, and to keep 
malarial diseases from spreading, for there is 
no question but in these things, imperfectly 
done as they are in the great majority of 
cases, lies the seeds of the thousand ills that 
are generated by malaria.”

New York, Dec. 2.~—The World's Washington 
correspondent says: I am in position to state 
that the violent proceedings of the Chilian 
Government in reply to the action taken 


by the Uthed interest 
of peace and pendence 
in South America will be promptly and 
firmly dealt with. Iastrucnons will go cut to 
our Miuvisters at Lima aad Santiago, by steamer 
from New York tomorrow, in a form which will 
leave no doubt in the miads of the peopie cither 
of Chili or of Peru as te determination of 
this Government to im constitutional 
order against military vicience. Cu the 2d 
ot November dispatches were sent to Gen. 
Hurlbut instructing bim to maintain bis atti- 
tude and recognize. the Calderon Government 
alone. and to Gen. Kilpatrick, request him 
to explain at once the menning 0 the 
remarkable lotter to Senor Balmaseda 
attributed to him in the publie 
priats, and to iu form this Government by what 
authority and on what grounds the Chilians at 
Lima had laid bands on the President and for- 
eign Minister of Peru, recognized as such by 
the United States.

The discussion of 
poultry and eggs,and the propor mode ot han- 
diing them, was avnounced. 

Chairman Belknap called attention to the 
importance of properly preparing poultry tor 
market in order to get the highest pricc. 

Mr. Wilietts said Western eggs were kept too 
long before shipment East. At times in New 
ort five or ten dozen eggs in each case 0 
by standing one day. 

Mr. Smith, of New York, said eggs Should be 
put in sweet packing in cold 
weather. Western ers are often stale 
and musty, and are more detrimental to the 
trade than rotten eggs. He thinks there is 
nothing better for packung than clear, bright 
Oats, n in holding in cold storage the tem- 
perature should be heid at M to 40 degrees. The 
vats can be solid after unpacking. 

Mr. Wiliett said that to get at the loss on eggs 
an inspector ascertains the loss in five or ten 
packages, and makes an estimate on the whole 
lot from that.

is very delicate, easily disturbed, and not ensy 
to transmit. The whole s 1 of milk- produ- 
— — . is so sensitive munv causes may 
prevent its transmission, an many causes may 
injure ita operation after it u transmitted. A 
sudden chill, a s4vere thufder storm, changes of 
food, fright, abuse, may harm but little a 
thrifty steer on a hiltside pasture, but any 
one of them may seriously injure n good cow 
razing by bis side. We should not forget this, 
we would anticipate our many disappoint- 
ments and bear them philosophically. We can, 
however, select 05 cows for our berds 
and exercise udgment 
breeding from them, always remembering 
that, no matter what the yield of milk 
from a cow may be, she sh@uid not be selected 
— — she possesses that 8 which indicates 
active secretory function. A good dairy cow 
should possess the appearance of strength and 
firmoess, without being too compact, and she 
should possess no palpally weak point, if 
she is expected to endure well in 
the work the dairy.

The debts of the bank aggregate the sum of 
$50,754.50, and are in sums ranging from $2W to

Rapid Spread of the Smail-Pox in the 
North west, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna 

Sr. haut, Minn., Dec. 2.—Speciais trom differ- 
ent parts of the State indicate that the small- 
pox epidemic is spreading. In Granite Fal 
there is a batch of six cases, five being the 
children of H. A. Baxter, lately deceased, whose 
ages range from 2 to M years, the remaining 
case being that of Edward Dodge. All of these 
cases result from exposure by personal 
presence in the H. A. Baxter case. In the fam- 
ily of Olson Kijileberg, residing on the Yellow 
Medicine River about two miles from Sillard 
and nine miles from Granite Fails, there are 
ten cases in all stages of the disease. The par- 
ties are ali doing well, and are under the care of 
a person who has ely had the disease. It is 
one of this family that has lately been several 
times reported dead. Two miles from the resi-

the disease, which can be traced to the Kjileberg 
family. Atthe house of Ole Erickson, Dam- 
braaten, tive miles from town, in Chippewa 
County, a child of 5 years of age is just coming 
down, showing unmistakable signs of small- pox. 
In the same house an adult has the disease, but 
is now reported out of danger.

His calls have been met wita tirm refusals, and 
the investigation continues to go on whenever 
the committee nud suiliciont time to meet. It is 
rumored that Kimball desires to Bave the ex- 
amination stopped, fearing that iu makmg de- 
velopinents he may be brought in apd implicated 
in some way. Rickman, from what can be 
learned, bas done very little work, and little or 
no records at all can be found of 
many of the meetings that have been 
heid. It is state that he bas 
used his office for the purpose of advaucing bis 
interests other thao by drawung bis salary.

Election for Members of the Local Legis- 
lature.

CINCINNATI, Dec. 2.—The ordinance relating 

to the occupancy of Eden Park by the Cincin- 
nati Museum Association was up before the 
Board of Public Works today, and was referred , 
to the Committee on Parks. It is doubtful 
whether the ordinance will pass the board, 
which will cause a bitch in a very igiportant art 
enterprise. A majority of the board believe 
that the ordinance should provide for one or 
two free days each week.

It was true the winters are 
very rigorous, but the atmosphere is dry, and 
therefore no more inconvenience is caused by 
the cold weather than ia this latitude. 

Mr. Hill, wno is aiso prominentiy connected 
with the Canadian Pacific Railway, says that 
great preparations are being made for doing an 
immense amount of building next year, and the 
road is expected to reach the Rocky Mouutains 
before next fall.

How to Stop the Indiscriminate Issue of 
Passes. 

Some of the ratiroad managers who attended 
the meeting beld at the Illinois Central Tbhurs- 
day tor the purpose of bringing about an ar- 
raugement for the reformation of the pass sys- 
tem, and to abrogate it as much as possivie, a 
full account of which was published in yester- 
day’s TRIBUNE, state that aithough it would be 
impossible to stop giving passes over the Lilinois 
roads, yet it is quite certain that the indiscrim- 
inate issue of passes as at present practiced will 
come to an end, and not near as many passes 
Will be issued as heretofore. It is sugwested 
that the most feasible pian to bring about the 
desired reform in the system would be 
for the Directors © the various roads 
to pass a resolunon to the effect 
that all passes should be made out by the Gen- 
eral Managers of their roads themselves, 
aud should be in their own bandwriting. As 
none of the General Managers bave time to 
waste upon filiing out passes, it is not likely that 
many people would hereafter enjoy the luxury 


of a pass. 


Discomforts of English Rallway Travel. 

Raiiroad traveling in this country is generally 
attended with considerable discomfort, and 
complaints are frequentiy heard on account of 
inferior accommodations and a lack of atten- 
tion to the fort and convenience of pas- 
sengers on part of railroad compantes; yet 
after reading the following from the Pall Mall 
Gazette about the inconveniences and annoy- 


“ances to which railroad travelers in England are 


subjected, it will be generally admitted that the 
railroad traveiers in this country have no cause 
for complaint: 

The experience recorded by a Brighton sea- 
son ticket holder is unfortunately by no means 
singuiar. The lawiess selfishness of certain 
specimens of the daily railway traveler is one 
oi the things that show how thin is the veveer of 
civilization even in the classes that would be 
most offended if they were called varburous. 
The correspondent attempted to enter several 
compartments where there were vacant seats, 
but they were all Kept by a newapaper or an 
umbreila, and he was politely turned out. No- 
ticing a number of other gentiemen coming 
down the piatform io the same predicament 
looking in vain for seuts,"’ continues the writer, 
“] returned and resoived to take the tirst un- 
occupied seat I found. I entered a carriage in 
which there were three empty seats, but was 
ftmmediately assailed by a volley of abuse from 
the three gentlemen already seated, saying it 
was a private carriage, into which I bad no 
right to ‘force’ myself, that I was ‘no 
gentieman,’ and must turn out. I mildly re- 
monstrated, expiainmg that [ dad entered the 
compartment without noticing the smal! card 
placed in the window, and stated that there was 
no more room in the train, upon which I was 
told it was a ‘downright falsehood’ by ene 
geutieman, and by anothera *—— lie.“ nese 
selfish gentiemen-rougnhs are only acting accord- 
ing to the law of their kind, but one asks, Where 
was the stationmaster, where the tospectors?

Walter McFarland, United States Engineer

THE COURTS. 


The Blodgett Case Still Drags Its 
Siow Length Along. 


Millington Given Ten Years for the 
Killing of Mahoney. 


Enjoiniog the Use of Stores Mysterious Tin Box 
—Jndgments and New Suits, 


MRS. BLODGETT’S CASE. 

Tho case of Mrs. Blodgett vs. The Old Ladies’ 
Home was resumed beiore Judge Smith yester- 
day morning. 

Mrs. Judge Booth testitied that she was ac- 
quainted with Mrs. Blodgett for the past 
twenty years,and knew her to be infirm and 
feebie most of that time. Mrs. Blodgett 
had fallen down repeatedly in the strects from 
fee>leness, and on one or two occasions had called 
at Mrs. Booth’s house, covered with mud, after 
hu vm fallen down. This was more especiuily 
so the last few years. 

James Green, the engineer in the home at the 
time of Mrs. Blodgett's expulsion, testified in 
relation to some putrid fish that was provided for 
the inmates. It was so bad that he took it upon 
himself to destroy it. The engineer said the 
rule in relation to the inmates visiting the base- 
ment sive on Friday was nut enforced, and the 
inmates could be seen there every day. 

Mrs. Martha Price, the cook employed in the 
home when complaints were made about Mrs. 
Biodgett, substantiated the testimony of the 
engineer in relation to the stale lish. Oue of the 
fishes was lost, and the Matron charged Mrs. 
Blodgett with stealmg it. Some flour that was 
left in a bowl was missed by the Matron, and 
this theft was also charged to Mrs. Blodgett. 
The eovk told the Matron that she gave the 
flour to Mrs. Biodgett in order that the oid lady 
might make sume starch. Mrs. Price said she 
beard the Matron call the inmates “lazy old 
hans and lazy paupers, for refusing to wash 
the dishes on one occasion. The witness said 
the inmates visited the busement on all days of 
the week alike. The Matron said that Mrs. 
Biodgett wouid steal, and notilicd the cook tu 
that effect. 

Mrs. Cady was examined as to the location of 
Mrs. Blodgett's room, and sald it overlvwosed a 
stable or barn, and that the smell from the 
building was offensive, and this was the cause 
of the odor noticed in Mrs. Blodgett’s room. 

Mr. McCagg, counsel for the home, was 
anxious the jury sbould visit the institucion and 

udge of the location for themselves. Mr. 
Thomas said he would not say whetber he would 
consent or not; but the fact was the stable bad 
been removed since Mrs. Blodgett’s occupancy of 
the room. 

Mrs. Mary Gannett, an inmate of the home, 79 
years of age, testified that she visited Mrs. Blod- 
gett occasionally in her room. She never no- 
ticed its filthy condition. Mrs. Blodgett always 
worked, when asked, to the best ot ber know! 
edge, The witness said Mrs. Blodgett was a 
good nurse and was frequently employed in that 
capacity inthe home. Sbe beurd her tay once 
that she bad done work enough, and would not 
sit at the lazy table any more. 

Mrs. Amelia M. Grant was examined, and said 
Mrs. Biodgett always worked when she was 
able. She bad been in her room, and never no- 
ticed its tiithy condition. It may have been a 
littie disorderly, but not more so than some 

other old ladies’ rooms. At the conctusion of 
Mrs. Grant's testimony, the court adjourned till 
this morning. 


A STRANGE STORY.

LIFE OF GENEVIEVE WARD. 

The third volume in the American Actor 
Series” is a life of the actress Genevieve 
Ward, written by Mrs. Zadei Barnes Gustaf- 
son. The practice of writing bivgraphies of 
living artists is apt tq be looked upon with 
suspicion, and therefore with disfavor. It 
savors too much of a method of advertising 
by creating notoriety, by which the real 
merits of the actor or singer may be glossed 
Over or obscured, and the daring critic who 
ventures to remove the veil of such an arti- 
ficial popularity is mistrusted or condemned 
as one entirely at variance with the opinion 
of the vast majority. Nevertheless, there 
are occasions—when the position the actor 
has won for himself by his own merits is 
practically unquestioned, or when peculiar 
and unusual events in an artist’s life are of 
public and general interest apart from the 
artist’s professional'standing—when the pub- 
lication of such a work finds a ready 
justification. Under the first classification 
we should rank biographies of such living 
actors as Booth, Irving, Salvini, Coquelin, 
Haase—each representing a school of acting 
in which he is the leader--and to which we 
may add perhaps the names of McCulloagh, 
Jefferson, Wallack, Warren, and Boucicault 
amone men, and Clara Morris, Ellen Terry, 
Ristori, Geistinger, and perhaps Bernhardt 
among the ladies. What names should be 
classed among those entitled by the force 
of circumstances ”’ let us say, to have the de- 
tails of their lives made public, it is of course 
impossible to answer until the incidents in 
their careers which entitle them to especial 
honor have been made known. That the 
number of such worthies must necessarily 
be limited will be readily believed. In the 
case of Miss Ward, the romantic episodes in 


her life, the success claimed for her abroad 


both as a lyric and drama artist, and 
some rare personal qualities which she 
appears to possess in a marked degree are a 
warrantee for Mrs. Gustafson's work. Weare 
not prepared to agree with this author's critic al 
estimate of the abilities of the artist of whom 
she writes. In fact, she entered u this part 
of ber task with her mind made up id advance— 
like the Judge who began a criminal trial by ac- 
quitting’ the prisoner. In our judgment, the 
very high rank given to Miss Ward's dramatic 
ability is not wholly just or deserved. But she 
is an American girland a conscientious, pains- 
taking, us actress, with great natural 
gifts, even though never having been endowed 
with the divine afflatus called genius. 
Her life has not been an easy one. 
and in the romantic episode of ber mar- 
riage and widownood we doubt if it finds a 
parallel among our countrywomen. It is, then 
an interesting volume which Mrs. Gustatson 
has contributed to the series of lives of Ameri- 
can actors, and one the entertaining nature of 
which may be admitted, even with these qual- 
ifications: that there is muchin it that might 
well have been omitted; that if confined to the 
facts immediately connected with Miss Ward's 
career, without the padding of press commeats, 
letters, and other extraneous matter, its size 
would have been diminished by two-thirds, and 
that, were the beroine.not an American girl, its 
place in the galaxy of stars to which it bas been 
assigned could be successfuily questioned. Miss 
Ward'sown ability to form an estimate of her 
professional merits may be judged from her re- 
mark inone of ber letters that the Prince of 
Wales is considered the best judge of the drama 


in England,“ and that be had said that there was 


no acting like hers off the French stage. 

Miss Ward's biography begins on the forty- 
first page, when we ure informed that “one of 
the plainest of babies was the littie Genevieve 
Ward, born on the tb of the biustering montn 
ot March, on Broadway, New York.” The two 
preceding chapters bave been devoted to the 

urents of the lady who was so unceremoniously 
aunched into this worid, in so indetinite a lo- 
cality as on Broadway, New York.” If homely 
at birth. within two years she was famous for her 
beauty, and at thai early age visited a conveut 
in Havana to de show to the Sisters.“ Sh 
was there baptized as Lucia Genoveva Teresa. 
At 3 years of age she was a phenomenwon, if this 
author is tu be believed. Sue states that, when 
a famous cantatrice, Mme. Damoreau-Cinti, 
was rebearsing in Cuba one afternoon she was 
“surprised to bear het strains repeated by a 
sweet. child Vuiceinanadjoiningroom. .. . 
Entering rs. Ward's apartments “she 
saw u Lrear-old baby, ete. In the next line 
we are told that wen Genevieve had com- 
pleted ber second year Mra. Ward took her to 
Italy, and from that time until soe was 15 they 
traveled back and forth from Texas to St. 
Petersburg. At ¥sbe was painted as an angel 
by Lord Compton"; at 13 introduced to Mme. 
Sontag, and in her 15th year, following Rossini’s 
advice, sbe began sing ng lessons under Kunzi, 
then director of the opera at Florence. In ber 
16th year she met at Nice a Kussian nobieman, 
Constantine de Guerbel, beyond question one 
of the bandsomest men in Europe.” He soon 
made an offer of marriage: bis family record 
wus investigated by United States Minister Sey- 
mour, who made very favorabie reports as to 
his social position, and they were married 
in the American fashion, by civil con- 
tract before the Consui with witnesses. There 
was no Greek church nearer than Paris, and as 
that Church alone could make their marriage 
binding they started tor Paris. At Turin the 
mother becaine suspicious, and, after an inter- 
view with the German Ambassador, forvade 
Constantine trom ever seeing ber daugbter. The 
Russian tried to persuade Genevieve to dispense 
with further formalities and to go away with 
bim.

A 
com plimeut paid to ber acting by an intoxicated 
man, who, after annoying ber by ill-timed up- 
piause, suddenly cred out: “By G——! that 
woman Makes me sober! As a result of tnis 
engagement sbe appeared at the Adelphi 
Loudoun, and played Unuriia in The Sea of lce”’ 
tor six montus. In October, 1874, she appeared 
as Julia at the Crystal Paiace. lio 158% she went 
to Paris and studied under Kegnier, acd in Feb- 
ruary. 18°77, played Lady Mucheth at the Porte St. 
Martin. The piay was given in French except 
the sicep-waliking scene. which was given in 
Euglish. Her triumpa was complete. In 177 
she played Queen Katherine in the grand Sbhak- 
spearean revival at Manchester, and Churies 
Lever said of ber that she was Ore of the most 
accomplisbed artists, both inteiiectualiy and 
dramaticaily, on the English stage.” In lers she

rett & Palmer for a tour of the United States 
in the winter and spring of lers and 187%. Her 
first American appearance was at Booth's Thea- 
tre Sept. 2 as Jane Shure.

“No, your Highness; my tamily have been for 
260 years in America, but were originally from 
Loudon!“

Subsequently she played before the Prince at 
his private residence. In May she played in 
“L'’Aventuriére,”” and numberiess letters are 
gives to Show ber immense success in this role. 
in December she crossed the ocean, as she 
worded it, “to protect my purcbased right of 
exclusive production ot ‘* Forget-Me-Not’ 
against the deliberate piracy of Lester Wallack 
and Theodore Moss.“ Au injunction suit aguinst 
these managers was brougbt at once and won by 
the lady, and she has just ended a remarkably 
successful seuson at the Union Square Theatre, 
New York, with this play. The rest of the book 
contains a printed account of the court proceed- 
jogs during the trial of the injunction suit. 

t is a singular fact, and one that tends to dis- 
Credit the author's own testimony as to Miss 
Ward's supreme rank as a lyric artist, that no

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Cassell’s Book of Sports and Pastimes is 
one that will be eagerly sought after by the 
youth of this day and generation. It is a 
sort of encyclopedia of all out-door games, 
athletic sports, and exercises, to which are 
added chapters on recreative science, includ- 
ing the phonograph. microphone, heliograph, 
telescope, photography, and kindred sub- 
jects, and also useful. hints as to carpenter- 
ing and joining, wood-carving, shipbuilding, 
etc. American youth are becoming more 
and more fond of out-door sports, and yet 
there are very few reliable works on the sub- 
ject of athletic exercises and other topics 
discussed in this volume. It isto meet the 
want of a eomprehensive guide to sports and 
pastimes suited to the capacity and require- 
ments of boys that this work has deen pre- 
pared, and, with that end in view, it is plain, 
accurate, and practical, and somewhat simi- 
lar in plan to the venerable “ Boy’s Own 
Book.“ 

David Cox was an eminent English water- 
color painter, the contemporary of Turner, 
Prout, De Wint, ete., was born in 1783 and 
died in 1859. He painted English rural scenes 
almost exclusively, and was remarkable for the 
originality of his style, the variety of his effects, 
the picturesqueness of his subjects, and the 
beauty of his coloring. Such is at least the 
opinion of his biographer, Mr. W. Hall, who has 
just published a volume of which David Cox is 
the subject. Of Mr. Hall's fitness for his task, 
the editor of the volume says: Long and ciose 
intimacy with Mr. Cox during the whole period 
of the artist's residence at Harborve afforded his 
biographer special opportunities of learning the 
history ot his friend, of etudying bis works and his 
method, and of forming an estimate of his genius. 
It was not as a person uninstructed in art, or as 
an amateur, that Mr. Hall entered upon his work. 
He was an artist of long experience and of no 
mean capacity. To his technical knowledge Mr. 
Halt added the advantages derived from a large 
acquaintance with books and men.” This is 
high praise, but not unmerited. |

“ The Shakspeare Phrase Book is a valuable 
reference book by the author of * Familiar 
Quotations.” It is an index of the phraseulogy 
of Shakspeare; a concordance of phrases rather 
than of words. Its plan is to take every sen- 
tence from Shakspeare’s dramatic works which 
contains au important thought, with so much of 
the context as preserves the sense, and to put 
each utence under its principal words, ar- 
ranged in aifabetical order.” It is a compact 
and handy volume. 


Mr. Steele bas prepared a v7 readable vol- 
ume in bis Cuban Sketenes.“ For seven years 
a resident of the island. be ought to be able to 
give valuable infurmation as the result of per- 
sonal observation.

With “Cymbeline”’ and Coriolanus” the Rev.

V.,, “Henry V ‘and Juliet,” 
“Julius Cesar.“ Hamlet.“ “King 1.“ 
„Macbeth.“ » Antony and Cleopatra,” Ochel- 
10, “Cymbeline,” Coriolanus.“ This, be 
it remembered, is an “expurgated edition,” 
intended fur school use. lt may interest 
the public to know that Hudson's scbpol 
plays ua ve had a copyright sale of 83.771 volumes 
in the last six years. The Harvard edition of 
Shakspeure is also finished. 


“ Rosemary and Kue™ does not strike us as a 
particularily interesting work of ficuun. It is a 
novel, of which the scene is laid ia the time of 
the Revolution, and in which the characters are 
Quakers, Jews, and a French Marquis. The book 
lacks a Villain, and its interest centres ou the 
different religious faith of its personages, more 
than one of whom has bis loyaity severelv.tested. 
There are two heroines—one a Quakeress and 
the other a Jewess. One of the hervines 
finally guillotined in Paris and the other buried 
in this country. It is certainly an original tale, 
but its merits are somewhat obscure. 

Mrs. Dall's book, entitled My First Holiday.“ 
is an iconoclastic attack on about all that bas 
been written about the Pacific coast. She is a 
“woman witb a grievance,” and how she does 
ventilate that grievapce! Joaquin Miller had 
better answer this attack upon adopted 
State. 

“Craque o’Doom” is a novel by Mr. H. Cath- 
erwood whick bas been running through L. 
pineott’s Mayazine. It is an odd story. of woich 
the scene is iaid in Onio and the characters are 
American. It is a tale relating how a man of 
wealth and culture, but a deformed dwarf, takes 
& fancy to a poor, ignorant young girl, but one 
in whom he imagines he sees greal possibilities, 
and offers to educate her and marry her; the 
offer is accepted and the girl put in his charge; 
the strange wooing and the development that 
takes place througb tue change of circumstan- 
ces in the giri’s character are well toid. 


GREECE AND ROME.: 

The most superb of the holiday books that 
we have yet seen comes to us from Henry 
Holt & Co., and is a translation of Jakob von 
Faike’s Greece and Rome.“ The magnifi- 
cent volume is a splendid setting for the ad- 
mirable pictures given of the homes of an- 
cient art and learning.

ALBUM OF BIOGRAPHY. 

A very handsome volume, in appearance, 
has been compiled—or rather prepared—by 
Thomas E. Hill, the author of * Hill’s Man- 
ual of Social and Business Forms.” It con- 
tains portraits and pen-sKetches of many 
persons who have been and are prominent as re- 
ligionists, military heroes, inventors, financiers, 
scientists, explorers, physicians, actors, etc., to- 
gether with chapters relating to e voiution,astron- 
omy, phrenologs, household decoration and land- 
Scape gardening. lu the preparation of a work 
like this a vast amount of labor was required, 
and it is a marvel that the author was abie to 
condense so much valuable information into so 
little space. A satisfactory exposition of each 
braune touched upon is given, although neces- 
sarily much that might have been said has been 
omitted. The book is handsomely bound and 
very fully illustrated.

THEOLOGICAL WORKS. 

“Views on Vexed Questions is a duodec- 
imo volume of 380 pages, oy Willlam W. 
Kinsley. J. B. Lippincott & Co., of Phila- 
delphia, are the publishers. The book is di- 
vided into two parts. In the first part are 
discussed: The Supernatural; Mental Life 
Below the Human; and the duestion. When 
Did the Human Kace Begin? In the second 
part we have: Satan Anticipated; The Key 
to Success; Shelley; and The Bronté Sisters. 
‘The essays in the first part evince good schol- 
arship and careful reflection. The writer, 
unlike many recent authors, supports The- 
ism and the credibility of the Scriptures. 
His argument against the Nebular theory 
and the Spencerian doctrine of Development 
is able and convincing. In regard to the age 
of the human race, he concludes that man 
must have been upon the Earth much more 
than 6,000 years, while he holds that the ordi- 
nary chronologies do not correctly represent 
the meaumg of the sacred writers as originally 
given, and advises Christian people to wait pa- 
tientiy for a better solution than has yet been 
offered. The second part consists of essays that 
seem to have been written for some periodical. 
in the essay on Satan Anticipated the author 
proposes “to illustrate how God, after having 
determined to create man io His owa image, 
foreseeing that sin would come, and that strug- 
gie would foliow sin, left bis physical and moral 
creauops in the form of germs, gifted with 
tendencies to growth, and subject to 
such laws that their uafolding and 
tinal perfection should be reached through 
this very struggie—thus not only thwarting 
Satan in his designs, but converting bim intoa 
most important, though unwitting, iastrument 
in the development of both the nubility and the 
joy of mankind.” This subject is discussed 
with much iugenuity and force, as well ds tre- 
quent beauty of illustracion. The Key to Suc- 
cess is a weli-written essay. main thougut 
is stated thus: On tinal analysis of the methods 
of men's working, au enlightened and sustained 
eutbusiasin will be discovered to be that into 
whico ali the essential eiemeats of success can 
be resvived.”” *Thoroughress, concentration, 
and courage are the main distinguishing traits

And the article on The Bronté Sisters indicates 
a keen insight into the qualities of mind and 
character that have given to those eminent 
writers their worki-wide reputation.

American authors. Heis not carried away by 
tne waves of a shallow and tewporary public 
sentiment. He writes fur a purpose, and is 
likely to attain bis object, which is the worthy 
one of conferrm@ enduring benefit on his 
readers.

The writer ciaims to be a sort of 
mediator between the later forms of doubt and 
unbelief and Christianity. Hé assumes througb- 
out that Christianity as a supernatural religion 
bas been utteriy routed by the science and 
philosophy of the Aryan races. He contends, 
also, that the natural religion of Paganism has 
been — worsted in the recent conflict 
with science. Still, bowever, he thinks that re- 
ligion in some form is likely to live, because it 
bas its citadel in the human beart, to which it 
can always retreat when driven from the field 
ot rational armument. And he pleads for chari- 
ty and kind treatment between the supporters 
of the new iniidelity and the friends of Chris- 
tianity. There seems to be a ground for this 

lea, if, as Ms. Grote boids, infidelity is so clear- 
y victorious in the struggie between science 
and religion, and yet the popular religion wil 
not be driven frum the hearts of men. For the 
heart is indeed a strong fortification; and the 
moral sentiments of men, if vanquished ever 
so often by philosophy and science, will survive 
as a living power in human society. Many an 
intelligent reader who is acquainted with the 
bistory of the controversy between infidelity 
and Christianity will smile at the assumed con- 
tidence of a writer who so constantly assumes 
that there is no rational footing left for 
advocates of revealed religion. The 
author takes it for gravted that all de- 
fenders of the Gospel bave been put to flight 
by the hosts of scientific skeptics.® It is a little 
singular that it has not occurred to Mr. Grote 
that there 1 some mistake in reason- 
ings that conduct to the .conciusion that the 
human intellect and the human heart have been 
brougbt into irreconcilable sntayonism with 
each other. But if he is right, we advise ail 
thinking men and all lovers of goodness to be 
forbearing towards one another, for the war 
between them must be not only endiess, but 
fruitiess. The volume is well written. The au- 
thor bas evidently studied his subject with pa- 
tience, and he occupies the commendable atti- 
tude of a peacemaker. > Ti We Be

The leading produce markets were more active 
yesterday,with much the same tone as on Tburs- 
day. That 18. corn was independently strong, 
wheat was bighner in sympathy with corn, and 
apparently the strength in grain prevented a 
tumble in provisions. The weather was 
threatening, and this probably helped to 
stiffen grain, as a great many people 
are afraig that small receipts would 
encourage somebody else to give the shorts a 
squeeze. This made shorts nervous, and a good 
many of them hastened to all: while there was 
a little new buying, but not much. The growing 
stringency of money was referred to with some 
apprehension asa probable cause of future de- 
cime in produce; but prices yesterday did not 
show any symptoms that way. Mess pork closet 
5c lower, at about $17.25 for new seller Decem- 
ber and $17.424%@17.45 for January. Lard closed 
steady, at $11.20@11.26 fur new seller December 
and ILT Il. tor January. Short ribs closed 
steady, at $0.12%@9.15 seller February. Wheat 
closed IM Olic higher, at $1.27%@1.27% for De- 
cember and $1.29@1.20% for January. Corn 
closed 1@1%c higher, at 604%@60%c for Decem- 
ber and 66% @06X%0 for May. Oats closed , 
higher, at 454@45\4c for December and 464@ 
46%c for May. Rye closed 1@1%c higher, at +74 
@%8c tor December and 9944c@81.00 for January. 
Barley closed strong, with buyers at $1.03 tor 
January No. 2, No.3 being quotabie at doe for 
December. Hogs were active and steady at 
$5.60@6.05 for light and at $5.65@6.50 for heavy. 
Cattle averaged tirmer, with sules at $2.00@6.60. 

No changes calling for special mention were 
developed in the grocery market. Trade was 
reported fair for the time of year and the fecl- 
ing was steady. Dry goods are qifet, as is to be 
expected at this staye of the season, the demand 
being mostly confined to small orders for jne 
*fresheuing up of stocks. The steadiness of 
prices remains undisturbed. Bovts and shoes, 
clothing. and millinery goods remain inactive. 
There was a fair. movement in foregn and do- 
mestic dried fruits at generally weil sustained 
prices. Raisins have udvaoced at the East, and 
consequentiy are firmer here. Fish were stead- 
ily beld. Dairy products were quoted about as 
befure. Fine goods are scarce and command 
extreme prices. For lowand medium grades, 
on the otber band, the feeling is much de- 
pressed. Oils were quoted fairly active and 
steady, The coal market wus dull and weak, 
the soft weather being unfavorable to strength. 

The hay market was ony fairly active and ir- 
regular, the heavy stocks forcing holders to sell 
atu decline in some cases of $1.50. Broom-corn 
continues active at the advanced quotations. In 
green fruits appies were a shade more active, 
much of the bedly deteriorated fruit having 
been clea red out at iow figures, and a better 
grade taking its place. Florida oranges are 
coming in liberally, and sell at 65.5 . 00 per 
box. ‘The hide trade is still slow, Eastern orders 
having fallen off. Several prominent Boston 
tunnersj it is reported, are invoived to a consid- 
erable extent by the recent bank troubles there, 
and are for the time somewhat embarrassed. 
Grease and tallow show no improvement over 
the condition in which these branches of trade 
have been for the past.month. Transactions are 
scatterihg and prices irregular. Potatoes are 
steady, with trade contived pfincipally to 
sales from store. Poultry and game are 
in liberal supply and sell at reason- 
ble figures. Coarse salt has advanced, and is 
now quoted at SLG L per bri. Seeds were 
strong for timothy at $2.52',42.55 for prime. 
Clover was steady at 85.1025. a, and flaxseed 
sold down le, mostly at $1.45. Whisky was un- 
chadged. Dressed hogs were sold at $7.00 for 
heavy. 

The receipts of wheat reported yesterday at 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Louis, Toledo, and De- 
troit aggregated 86,000 bu and the shipments 
33.000 bu. The shipments from New York, Bal- 
timore, and Philadeiphia were 217,000 bu.

In Ohio, sixteen of the sixty-six reports indi- 
cate as many noms as last year, while an average 
of all the returns suggest a general shortage of 
about 26 per cent. 

in Indiana, thirteen of the sixty-eight reports 
indicate as many bug* as lust veur, but the gen- 
eral average sbows W per cent reduction. 

lilinois makes a somewhat better sbowing, 
twenty-five of the seventy-seven returns indi- 
cating au equal or increased supply, and the 
general average is within 22 per cent of last 
year. This State shows much variabieness in 
the condition of supply in different sections. 

lowa's returns have sumething more of uni- 
form.ty, the general average being (De same as 
lilinois, oi 22 per cent below last year; ten of 
the fifty-four reports indicate an equal or in- 
creased supply. 

Missouri makes a poor showing, and four only 
of the thirty-nine returns report equal to last 
year, while the general average is about 39 per 
cent short. 

From Kansas we have fifteen returns, of which 
three indicate equal to or more than last year, 
und the whole a general average 24 per cent be- 
low last yeur.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

ONARGA, Dec, 1, 1881.— The point I have been 
trying tu make in my former letters is this: 
„Short selling is ruinous to the interests of the 
great producing States, and the surest remedy 
is to repeal laws against corners, and make jaws 
on covtracts more stringent.”” 1 repeat: It is 
an acknowledged principie, ur theory, to sell on 
every bulge, then break tbe market, and fill in 
on the decline.” It leads to overestimates as to 
amounts on hand and hbigh-colored statements 
astocrop prospects, thus inducing the con- 
sumer to become more conservative in buying, 
and securing holders into selling. And it re- 
quires but little“ muscle to start a bear move- 
met with the immense army of tailers ready to 
jump on. About nine times in ten such a move- 
ment wins, resulting in a lower standard of 
grain values. If every contract could be en- 
torced to the letter seilers would be more care-

Controller Gurney yesterday announced that 
he would advertise Monday for bids for the 
city printing in both the English and German 
languages. That be would advertise for

In an- 
swer to inquiry, Mr. Gurney said be had been 
directed so to advertise by the Mayor, and the 
latter, who was sitting in bis office, at once vol- 
unteered the desired explanation. “It is done,” 
said he, “in accordance witb an ordinance 
of the City ne charter di- 
rects that the city priuting be done

THE GHOST OF CIVIL SERVICE. 

The subject of civil service will undoubtedly 
come up in words but not in acts. There is the 
Witiie bill and the Pendleton bill. They furnish 
texts for statesmaniike shes on the stump, 
and for exhibitions of historical learning in the 
1 but they are not likely to be crys- 

ized into law. The politicians will none of it. 
ney are not growing nearer to it. At 
jeast the politicians who come to Was- 
ington and who have seats in Congress 
are not. The moment there seems to be 
any great pressure from the people in favor of 
‘such changes as will result in u substantial ciyil 
service reform, the musty old Constitution is 
hauled dowo from the shelves, and is made to 
do service against this reform, as it waa made to 
do service against the abolition of siavery and 
in favor of the slave trade. Still, doubtiess, 
bills will be latroduced and the old s be 
made over again. The new Congressman will 
wonder what it all meaus. The vid Congressman 
will smile, and inform the younger members, 
who almost fear that his earnest talk may cause 
patronage to siip away. that there is notb- 
ing in it: that it is the old story, “George Wilil- 
jam Curtis.“ and “all that sort of thing, you 
know”: and the Forty-seventh Congress will 
as the Forty-seventh Congress begins— 
witn talk about civii-service reform which 
may become historical, but without any civil- 
service reform acts upon the statute- books.

INTER-STATE COMMERCE.

Some of the leading advocates of the proper 
regulation of our commerce, notably Mr. Hen- 
derson, of Illinois, are iu the present House, and 
the metter will, undoubtedly, be brought before 
Con at an early day. 

PROPOSED NEW STATES. 

V earnest efforts will de made to secure 
the admission of Dakota asa new State. These 
efforts proceed muiniy from the Republicans, 
and will undoubtedly be for that reason opposed 
by she Democrats, who will insist that it will be 
contrary to sound Democratic policy to give the 
Republicans a chance to make two new Sen- 
ators. The Demucrats will refer to their expe- 
rience in Colorado. which it was insisted would 
be certain tu send two Democratic Senators to 
Washington.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Au Interesting Paper Read by W. A. 
Ryan, City Clerk of Galesburg, Before 
the Knox County Teachers’ Institute. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

GALESBURG, III., Nov. 20.—The Knox County 
Teachers’ Institute has just completed its tall 
session, and a very interesting and entertaining 
one it has been. There were present several 
eminent teachers from abroad. The discussions 
and papers were of a bigh order. Extracts from 
one read by W. A. Ryan, Esq., City Clerk of this 
city, is forwarded to THe Trisune for publica- 
ton. It cannot fail to interest all educators 
wherever THE TRIBUNE circulates. Mr. Ryan 
is a gentleman eminent for his scholastic attain- 
ments, and what he says carries weight and force 
with it. He said: 

While waiving consideration of the general 
subject of physical training in the schools, I de- 
sire to cali attention to a feature which is, in 
my opinion, sécond to none in importance— 
that is, the nervous strain and excessive arti- 
ficiai excitement to which children are sub- 
jected, particularly in the graded schoois. The 


ideal order and rigid discipline, sometimes car- 
ried to a length perhaps not dreamed of in the 
schools of our city, for which teachers are 
plumed and applauded, is notaing less than 
“rapid torture, peraicious in its results, and 
should be laid away with the struit-jacket, 
and whipping- post, and other relics of Darbar- 
ism in the museum of the aatiquarian. 

While on a recent visit to a metropolitan 
city, I visited a so-called mode! school, where 1 
was told the order would be found perfect. Ar- 
riving just before recess, I bad a good oppor- 
tunity to witness the military evolutions of the 
little martinets at dismissal. At a given signu!, 
like the puppets of an organ-grinder, every eye 
seemed simulitaneuusly to roll in its orbit toward 
the teacher. At anothertap of the bell, every 
limb was spasmodicaliy jerked into place. A 
third signal found every pupil erect in the aisie, 
with “arms akimbo, chest uprigut,“ and, I bad 
nearly said, hair on end. A fourth started the 
machinery toward the door; while a flusb of 
triumph mantied the brow of the teacver. I 
could not help thinking that, witha row of St. 
Louig tacks driven in the for, and a crank in 
the corner, the machine would have been com- 

lete. 

What folly! Wherein is the benefit of this 
military training? Some say it induces-habits of 
order aud seif-control,and I anewer,so dues death. 
But is it seif-coutrol? If you mean by seif-con- 
trol the power, atthe beck and nod of external 
authority, to stagnate che biood and suppress 
the natural feelings, then perhaps so; but if you 
mean that power of control which with the least 
waste brings the faculties to bear fur the ac- 
complishment ofa given purpose, then I say no: 
it ie not seif-eontrot: it is seit- bondage. 

What wonder that Dr. Beard, Dr. Brown 
Sequard, and other eminent physicians cry out 
that the great American disease is nervousness 
—nursed in the pubic schools and developed in 
the unnatural activity of the American market! 

There is no doubt that in tue extreme anxiety 
to cultivate the mind the physical welfare of 
children ie overluoked; and the consequences 
are none the less serious because they are re 
mote. An eminent educator says: “To one 
cuse where positive illness is directly traceabie 
to over-application there are at least hulf a 
dozen cases where the evil is unobtrusive and 
siowly accumulating, producing, especially 
where there is constitutional delicucy, a latent 
tendency to cerebral disurder, which is devel- 
oved tu the rush and roar of active life. This 
applies with greater force, if possible. to nery- 
ous worry.“ 

From the time a pupil enters the primary de- 
partment he or she is subjected to a more or less 
rigorous disciplive, walking on tip-toe, sitting 
in the same position for a counsiderabie length 
of time, and kept in cOnstant fear of making a 
noise; while the mind, stimulated by artificial 
means, is kept in a constant state of morbid 
anxiety about marks, examinations, etc., which 
undermines the nervous system and prodgces a 
Jong tratn of evils. These are no fictions of the 
Drain; they are hard, stubborn facts. as the fol- 
lowing evidence, which migut be muitiptiea in- 
detinitely, will testiry: 

Responding to popular clamor the Cleveland 
Board of Education recently appointed a com- 
mittee with a view of learning why so many 
chiidren who enter the schools drop out before 
the course is  “tinished, and wby 80 
many, and especially the giris, have 
apparently suffered in bealtu beyond the 
usual ilis of hte during tneir school days. 
The committee confined their examination to 
the high school, and Dr. L. B. Tucker, who had 
the statistics in charge, reported that during the 
year ufty-seveu buys and l iris nad dropped 
out. Tre causes, or reported causes, of leaving 
could be ascertained from forty boys and eighty- 
five giris.. Of forty buys, thirteen left on ac- 
count of ill-health, with strong symptoms of 
nervous. disorder, such as headache, loss of ap- 
petite, Weak eyes, sieepiesness,ectc. Of ninety- 
six girls, seventy-two left on account of i- 
health, with similar nervous symptoms. Par- 
ents of some ascribed their children’s condition 
to stair-climbing, while many gave as the active 
cause worry about their standing in classes and 
examinations. ' 

The Doctor examined fifty-eight female pu- 

ils who were still attending the high school. 
ifty-four entered in good beuith, Since at- 
tending three had gained in health, uty-one 
had suffered no loss, the rest nad gradually 
biting nervous symptoms, while 
been permanently injured. Thus, of 
forty boys and 186 girls examined, 215 bad en- 
tered the schools in good health, and but 
seven left in good ical cond 
fered more or less, 
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single

a pupil to — il twice a day could send bim to 


recitations only: and teachers who pride them- 
sel ves on their power to induce children to come 
to schob would have opportunity for full dis- 
play of their powers. It necessary. aid of 
the law could be invoked. What would be gained 
by the adupaon of some such plan? 

First, teachers and pupils would bein a large 
measure relieved from that terrible nightmare 
of nervousness, induced by keeping order, and 
which bangs like a cloud, sapping the beaith of 
both. Again, it would relheve teachers and 
pupils from the pernicious effects of breathing 
n bad atmosphere. Steele, on page 4 of bis 
book entitled. Fourteen Weeks in Physiology,” 
says: The perfection of veatilation is reached 
when the air of a room is as pure as that out of 
doors. To accomplish this result, it is necessary 
to allow for each person 800 cubic feet of space, 
while ventilation is still going on in the best 
manner known.” In another connection, in the 
same ‘book, he gives the following statistics, 1 
der the same condition and from actual meas- 
urement of rooms: Of 104 persons having leas 
than 500 cubic feet of air to breathe, 2. pes 
cent bad . A of blood and 12.50 per cent had 
catarrh. Of 115 persons having from 500 to 
600 cubic feet of air to Dreathe, 4.35 per cent had 
spitting of blood and 3.48 per cent had catarrh. 
Ot 101 persons having more than 600 feet of air 
to breathe only 3.96 per ceut bad spitting of 
biood and 1.98 per cent had catarrh. In each of 
our scbool-rooms, 24x33x1l4 feet in size, is con- 
tained 11,088 cubic teet of space. Here are 
. gathered 1 sixty, and sometimes sev- 

enty pupils. Fifty persons, each having 500 feet 
of space, would require 40,000 cubic feet; they 
are supplied with 11,088. In other words, each 
pupil bas 221 cubic feet of air to breathe where 
he should have 800 teet—about one-quarter tbe 
vired amount. The result must be the con- 
stant inhaling of carbonic acid gas, which pro- 
duces caturrb, weak lungs, and kindred dis- 
eases. This should. and might be, avoided. 

Again, the moral atmosphere of the achool 
would be puritied. It is notoriously true that 
the congregating together of large numbers 
of boys leads to precocious impurity. Prof. 
Palmer says one big boy will pollute 
the moral atmosphere of «a whole school. 
This is a delicate subject, and we cannot neg- 
lect it and be innocent. ‘The teacher who ig- 
vores it neglects a great duty. I shali not enter 
into the subject of the cveducation of the 
sexes, which has received so much public at- 
tention, but will oniy ask teacbers in this con- 
nection what is the moral effect un young minds 
of that relic of monasticiam—the seating of 
giris on one side of a school-room and boys on 
the other, the boys being sent on the giris side 
tor punishment and the giris on the buys’ side? 
Faise relations are established from the start. 
It would be much better to seat pupils by 
classes than by sexes. These area few ot the 
many beneute that would reswit from the plan 

roposed; but, without such change, much may 

e done to avoid the evils mentioned. * Children 
should be subject in school to the same law, and 
no other, which should gvvern them and every 
one out of school—the Jaw of rigut and courtesy.” 
Those actions which are eee should be tol- 
erated. Don't drive back a rippling laugh into 
It causes congestion; it is like stop- 
ping the pores. If pupiis make a noise on the 
tloor, cover the floor. Time was, when a siate 
couldn't be turned over without making a noise. 
The sintes were covered. It would pay better 
to put Brussels carpet on every iuch of floor in 
schuol-houses than to have pupiis baiancing 
themselves on tiptoe day after day. Make the 
schovis as free and easy as you can. Low 
natures may take advantage of it at first; but 
the lowest nature will grow iu an atmosphere like 
that. Let the little folks have five minutes for 
relaxation after each recitation, and see them 
grow. Break up the machine: it wiil pay. And 
the teacher who dévotes her life to this end 
should be crowned indeed.

The “Empiricai-Psychology” and 
Other BRackets—A Pedagos Alarmed 
Over the Possible Fate of “the Three 
Ns. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CRHRICAdO, Dec. 2.—It may be interesting to the 
patrons of Chicago public schools to kuow the 
biessings in store for their children from the re- 
rorms being pressed upon them, each of which 
is deemed necessary for the salvation of the 
schools and the country at large. 

At thé last meeting of the Board of Education 
a rather remarkable petition was presented 
pressing the adoption off Empirical Psychol- 
ogy us a branch of instruction. For fear some 
stupid reader may not ciearly understand what 
this term means, the following definitions are 
given to make it luminous: 

Empirical! means, depending upon the ob- 
servation of phenomena. 

“ Psychology "’ means, the systematic or scien- 
tino knowledge of the powers and functions of 
the human soul. 

Put the two together, and the matter is per- 
fectly clear. 

It is not the intention of the writer at present 
to discuss this petition, but to group the re- 
furms demanded and the time claimed for each. 
The subject just alluded to must be preceded by 
empirical singing, to continue ten minutes. 
Empirical psychology must then have thirty 
minutes. Here are forty minutes of the choicest 
hour of the day. 

Next in order comes the biessed German, com- 
posed of 99 per cent of politics and 1 of educa- 
tion. Heretofore it bas been considered sulfi- 
o lent that this branch should be taught in the 
grammar grades; but now it is to be crowded 
into the primary. This branch bas thirty min- 
utes each day in every room iv which it is 
taught, whether there ure tive or twenty-five 
pupils taking it. This makes seventy minutes. 

Next comes the mechanical instruction, so 
ably urged by Tue Trisune. The plan sue- 
gested is to have this instruction and that con- 
nected with the study of books alternate during 
the hours of echool. This calls for two hours 
a day at least. Then comes sewing, which 
one member of the Board of Education bas 
pressed with great zeal. Two hours per week is 
the time asked for, or twenty-four minutes per 
day. This, however, might be werked in. while 
the boys are in the work-sbops, unless they are 
to sew, too. 

Allow twenty minutes a day for recesses, and 
it stands thus: School sessions, five hours a day; 
spoken for, by the above necessaries tor an edu- 
cation, and for the rec 8, three hours and 
thirty minutes; remaining, for reading, writing, 
spelling, arithmetic, geography, grammar, 
United States history, singing, and drawing, 
ninety minutes per day, or an average of ten 
minutes euch. These last-mentioned branches 
may give way, one after another, as other neces- 
saries may present themselves, and our school 
system attain perfection. 

Meanwhiie, we say to the empirics, Bring on 
your nostrums; and to the correspondents of 
THE TRIBUNE, Keep up your abuse of the teach- 
ers. They deserve it all for their conservatism, 
when tne lightisso duzziingly thrown around 
them. PEDAGOG. 


Hardly an Admirer of Superintendent 
Howland. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—Perhaps a reason for the in- 
efliciency of our schools is found in the lax state 
of discipline now current in them. The Super- 
intendent seems to have nocorrect ideas of gov- 
erning. The following are some of his instruc- 
ons tothe teachers: Let the pupils go out 
when they ask to, withoutany exception, “even 
for the purpose of taking a chew of tobacco”; 
don’t evnsider whispering wortby of any punish- 
ment; a child should never be corrected for 
chewitge gum; don't believe in sending them 
home. or to the Principal; disapprove of keep- 
ing afterschool. If there is any kind of disci- 
pline be does approve of, he keeps it to himself. 
The school would be utterly unmanageable if 
the teachers carried out his instructions. The 
old teachers, who feel assured of their positions, 
tuke matters into their own bands. and disre- 
gard his instructions altogether; but the young 
and timid teachers have a hard time of it. As 
Superintendent of Schools Mr. Howland is con- 
sidered by nine-tenths of the teachers as an 
utter failure.

\CHANDLER ON HAYES. 


Hayes Mesponded to Demands. 
Henry L. Nelson, in the Boston Post. 

“Zach” Chandler was a profane man, and, in 
his own forcible phrase, the Hayes crowd was 
pizen” to him. It is uanecessary to make any 
further allusion to this questionable habit, ex- 
cept to say that when he is quoted the reader 
may lard the conversation at bis pleasure. The 
listener to whom Mr. Chandler made proclama- 
tion of hie hopes and intentions had brought 
@ message to the Senator from Mr. 
Hayes. The message was to the effect that 
Mr. Hayes desired . communion 
with the Stalwarts. He bad announced to a 
friend who had given the message to him, who 
now delivered it to Mr. Chandler, that be saw 
no reason for any difference between the Stal- 
warts and himself; that, while bd recognized 
the fact that the same forces in the Republican 
party which put them out put him in, be bad 
never used the power of his Administration 
agalust them. Since be bad been elected Presi- 
dent Logan, ana Carpenter, and Chandler had 
ali come back into public life without any op- 
position from him or his Administration. He 
hoped they could be friends. 

The message was delivered. Then tne old 
man broke forth. He was almost white with 
rage, as he walked back and forth in the little 
room. When he found his voice be shouted 
out: Hayes is the most wonderful liar I ever 
saw! He lies all the time and on every subject!” 

Then, lovsening his necktie and gathering 
himself up for a discourse that he intended 
should go down to posterity, be told the story of 
how Hayes once tried to use him, on the pretense 
that he wanted to be friends with the Stalwarts, 
somewhat as follows: Don't tell me anything 
more that comes from that liar. I know bim as 
nv one ‘else knows bim: I know him through 
and through. Why, I made him President of the 
United States, and every wan, woman, and 
child io the United States, except Hayes. knows 
that. He is an ungrateful, cowardly liar!” and 
the old man's wrath almost choked bim. He 
went on: Why, when nis Administration began 
1 went to bim and told nim that, if he would 
send Christianacy duwn to Peru, nothing in God's 
world could stop ny coming back to the Senate, 
and I wanted to be on at least equal terms 
with a Kepublican President as a Confed- 
erate Senator would be. ‘Ob, my dear 
Mr. Chandler, said Hayes, ‘is that what you 
want’ How excellent a thing it is that you have 
come to me in this friendly—may I say brotber- 
ly?—way. I love the Stalwarts as I do my own 
people, and nothlu would so fill my beart with 
giudness as to nave in theSenate some such Stal- 
wart as you fora friend. You could do so much 
towards making the factions come together into 
a more fraternul union. ils that all you want? 
said . and the old man roared biuffly after nis 
wont— “ Well, In ux that rigut off.’ 

“* How can you fix it said Mr. Hayes. ‘I'll 
fix it—you leave it to me.’ 

But bow can you? said he. Give me a din- 
ner-party, said I. Lou il invitetwenty and 11 
invite twenty, and we'll arrange it overa glass of 
wine. Ob, you needn't be afraid; I'll pay all the 
bills. It won't cost you anything. You just in- 
vite your twenty and I'll give you a lust of my 
twenty.’ 

„Well, I went away, and Mr. Hayes never had 
the dinner- party. I was elected Senator, and 
Confederate Senators bad a good deal more in- 
fluence at the White House than I ever did. 
@uce only I beard from that anner. One night 
I was sitting in my room aud Evarts came in. 
I didn’t exactiy know what business he could 
have with me, and I waited to hear. We talked 
about the weatner and passed the time of day. 
and the chat got very dull, when Evarts cleared 
his throat once or twice, and finally stammered 
out: * We’—those fellows always said we, as 
thougb they were afraid to stand alone—* We 
nu ve come to the conclusion not to have that 
dinner as you suggested, but I'll give one at my 
house.” Well. | don't care how it’s given,’ said 
I. all J care for is to do it. You can give the 
dinner, or I will. I don’t care, so long as it's 
givea.’ : 

Evarts went awav, and I aever heard of the 
dinner again. Hares thought he could keep us 
along and make us stand by bim by lying to us 
and pretending that be wanted to be friends to

The old man told other stories on this inter- 
esting occasion. Amon other things, be told 
how Hayes came to veto the Army bill. Caoan- 
dier bad taken Mr. Curistiancy’s place durimg 
the winter of 137%, and was present 
the extra session, during 
was known aus tue ~opolitical legisla- 
tion was under consideracion. He was 
the loud- voiced champion of the retention of ail 
extreme measures that had been put on the 
statute books during the War and during the 
period ot Reconstruction. He was then, as al- 
ways, the incarnation of Staiwart Republican- 
ism. And then, as always, Hayes was very weak, 
and very uotrustworthy. It was generally be- 
lieved up to the last moment that be would sign 
the bill restricting, as it did, the use of 
troops at the polis. The Stalwarts were 
in a frenzy. They looked upon 
such a course as a base surrender 
to che Democrats. They regarded it as giving 
up some of the dear-bought fruits of the War. 
The rumors that Mr. Hayes would sign the bill 
spread, until on the night of the 20th of April, 
Chandier made up his mind that he would com- 
pel the President to veto it. Mr. Hayes was still 
keeping up the pretense that he desired the 
friendsuip of Mr. Chandler and the other Stal- 
warts, and so Mr. Chandler took advantage of 
bis friendly status and drove around to the 
White House at midnight. There be made 
speech after speech to the mild-mannered mau 
for wyose projected dinner party he was to pay. 
They re like the speeches. that he bellowed 
outin the Senate, admitting that he had be- 
lieved in the necessity of blood-letting wher the 
War began. We proposed to st up with Hayes 
until a veto message had been signed. “I was 
going to stay by bim.“ he said. and if de baa 

one to bed ld have got into the same bed.“ 

he end was that Hayes signed the veto mes- 
sage, and the Army bill failed to become a law. 

Hour after hour was consumed by the excited 
and angry Senator in laying bare Hayes’ du- 
plicity, as he culled it. He denounced bim for 
almost every political crime on the calendar, 
and, among other things, for bis hypocrisy 
about spending money for campaign purposes. 

* Of course be spent money,” be roared, but 
he used mine. I didn’t believe in nh.s cant about 
purity and all that, for he begged me for money 
for himself, and | gave him $27,000 to be spent 
in vis own State. What do you think of that? 
Taking money from the outside to be used in 
his own State. Did you ever bear of meanness 
greater than that? But I made him send for the 
money over his own signature, and I have got 
the letter now. I made the drafts, too, payabie 
to bis order. He'd better not deny all this his- 
tory, for I've got the drop on him. He knows 
better tban to make ao issue with me on that 
subject. I'll let daylight into the transactions 
of that campaign if he does. He got my money 
and used it. I never refused mouey to anybody 
who could do the Republicag party any good 
with it; end the campaign cost me a good deal 
of bard money. When l got thrqpgu aud figured 
up I was out N. 000. And then wuat do you 
think? Some months ufterward the Treasurer 
of the committee came to me witb bilis for odds 
and ends. About $4,000 was due; and I told bim 
to go to Hayes. I bad done enough for him, and 
he might pay bis own bills in the future. Weil, 
they went to Hayes.“ Here the old map stopped 
anddjaughed till his face grew red and the tears 
str@amed down his cheess. Several times he 
started to go on, but the laughter choked him. 
„ Woy.” he continued, what do you suppose he 
did then? Did be pay it? You don't know Hayes, 
No, sir; the civil-service reformer, this canting 
author ot Order No. I. directed that an order 
should be issued to the clerks of the depart- 
meuts, to the effect that they mut pay up their 
political assessments. He did, actually, and the 
order was printed; and we nad to get in our 
work pretiy fast to stop it. I had to pay that 
$4,000 with the rest.“ 

This is a sample of the way Zach“ Chandler 
talked about the man he made President ot the 
United States. It is rude and rough, and may 
not strike pleasantly upon the ears of the young 
Republicans of Massachusetts; but I got my 
information from whom I bave always foun 
trustworthy, and tends to br to lig t the. 
truth of history. Mr. Chandler.did not hesitate 
to talk among the friends of r. Haves in just 
this way. Perbaps this may explain why Mr. 
Hayes refused to purchase a copy of The Life 
of Zachariah Chandler.“
